MIRTH IN SUPREME COURT 


Tribunal, After Breaking Rule, 
Adjourns Before Lawyer 


Reaches Period. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A long sen- 
tence and a strongly developed sense of 
politeness has resulted in the Supreme 
Court breaking its rule for once to drop 
work each day at 4:3 p. m. Former 
Attorney-General Charles W. Mullan of 
Iowa produced the long sentence. Chief 
Justice White was the Lord Chesterfield 
of the occasion. 

Mr. Mullan was reading the demurrer 
to an indictment when the clock point- 
ed to 4:30. The Chief Justice turned 
out his electric light and assumed his 
polite smile, which ordinarily is suffi- 
cient to call a halt on a lawyer address- 
ing the Court at that hour. But Mr. 
Mullan had his head down reading at a 
rapid rate. 

One minute went by with Mr. Mullan 
still reading. Two minutes elapsed with 
the lawyer on the identical long sentence 
he had begun before 4:30. Justice Lamar 
could not control his desire to laugh. 
The entire bench quickly joined the 
junior member.’ After three minutes of 
waiting for the end of the sentence that 
never came, Chief Justice - White 
drowned the lawyer's voice by directing 
the crier to adjourn court.

Examiner Declares There Was 
an Impairment of $87,633 
in Resources in 1913.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 9.—Suit to 
wind up the affairs of the Assured Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Co. of Decatur, III., 
will be filed in the Macon County Cir- 
cuit Court, it was announced today, by 
Rufus M. Potts, State Superintendent of 
Insurance. 

The report of the examiners of the 
insurance department showed that Percy 
B. Sullivan of Decatur, president of the 
company, had been conducting its af- 
fairs without keeping the records re- 
quired by law, and that the members cf 
the mutual organization had no’ voice in 
its affairs. 

Conflicting figures in connection with 
the company’s annual statement are 
cited in the examiner’s report, but tt 
is not charged that the business is in- 
solvent. The report shows that the 
company disbursed more than it re- 
ceived in 1913, and there is at present 
an impairment of $87,633 in its resources. 

According to the report of the com- 
pany for 1912, the examiners’ statement 
says $4170 was given by the company as 
its estimate of unpaid losses, whereas 
it since has paid $10,839 in settlement of 
these losses and a number remain un- 
settled. Reasons for the deferment of 
these settlements are not stated in the 
examiner's report. 

Percy B. Sullivan is under indictment 
in the Federal courts on charges of 
sending obscene matter through the 
mails attacking the character of Mr. 
Potts. Attorneys for Sullivan have filed 
a demurrer to the indictment. Argu- 
ments on the demurrer now are under 
consideration by Judge Landis.

falling past the sixth floor landing and 
notified other employes, who at the bot- 
tom of the elevator shaft found the 
young man’s crushed body. According 
to the report to the police it happened 
thus: 

Bylandt had been employed as a floor 
man, but also worked as a relief ele- 
vator operator. He was taking a load 
of carpet upward on the elevator and 
had passed the sixth floor when a large 
roll of carpet fell over, catching against 
the framework of the shaft and the ele- 
vator, and throwing the elevator slight- 
ly out of place. He fell through the 
aperture left. 

At the store it was stated that no- 
body had seen the accident and that 
the physical facts did not point con- 
clusively to any explanation. The 


young man had taken some rolls of 


carpet up in the elevator. One sur- 
mise was that he might have stopped 
at the sixth floor to remove part of 
the load, that the elevator might 
have continued to ascend and that 
Bylandt might have stepped back- 
ward into the shaft.

Eleven men were picked up by a tug, 
which went to their, rescue. 
| Owing to the fact Ynat the Wyoming 
is anchored far in the roads, and the 
rough seas in the roadstead make it 
almost impossible for small boats to 
navigate, reports concerning the ac- 
cident are meager, 

When the craft got two miles off 
Old Point and a half mile from the 
Wyoming, she struck unusually heavy 
seas and began to take on water. She 
was carrying a heavy load, including 
steel wheelbarrows, and soon found- 
ered. kd Shad 

The bodies of three sailors are said 
to have been recovered by boats from 
the Wyoming. 

Unofficial reports from the Wyom- 
ing give the number of lost as five 
men, with efforts being made to re- 
vive others who were taken from the 
water unconscious. Ole K. Olsen otf 
Portsmouth, one of those taken out 
alive, died from exposure. 

T. H. Quinn, another sailor, carried 
away by the strong tide, was taken 
from a buoy six miles out in lower 
Chesapeake Bay. Quinn was clinging 
to the buoy all but exhausted when 
picked up and hurried into Hampton 
Roads.

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DANIELS DENIES NAVY 
PLANS $21,000,000 WARSHIP 


Declares Battleship No. 39 Will 
Be 600 Feet Long and Cost 


Only $15,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.— Absolutely 


retary of the Navy Daniels character- 
ized the report that the Navy Depart- 
ment is designing a battleship to cost 
$21,000,000 and to be 750 feet in length. 

“There is no designing being done for 
any battleship authorized by Congress,“ 
continued Mr. Daniels. The design 
just completed and which is approved, 
is for battleship No. 39. This ship is just 
a trifle larger than the New York and 
of the same type as the new Pennsyl- 
vania. It is 600 feet long and when 
completed and commissioned will have 
cost about $15,000,000. 4 

We have asked Congress for two 
battleships. If Congress authorizes 
their construction they will be laid down 
as Nos, 40 and 41 and will be of the 
same type virtually as the Pennsylvania, 
It is impossible on account of the width 
of the Panama Canal to build battle- 
ships much larger than the Pennsyl- 
vania. The latter vessel will have a 
beam of 96 feet. The canal is but 110 
feet wide. 

It is true naval constructors are al- 
ways working over models and plans, 
and it is Hkely some constructor has 
theoretically planned for a ship 750 feet 
long, but I can say no such vessel will 
be recommended by me.“

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Reported Paul May Will Be Re- 
lieved. of Diplomatic Duties 


25 at America's Request. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MEXICO CITY, Jan. 9.—It is reported 


here that Paul May, Belgian Minister to 
Mexico, who left here for the United 
States several days ago, will be relieved 
by his Government of diplomatic duties 
in Mexico at the request of the United 
States. 

Washington's reasons for desiring to 
get May out of Mexico are similar to 
those that led the State Department to 
insist upon the withdrawal of Sir Lionel 


Carden, the British Minister. 

May has more grossly offended in 
some ways than did Carden, for, while 
the latter’s mischief-making was done 
with some regard to diplomatic pro- 
priety, May, in public and private, has 
descended to personal abuse of the 
Wilson-Bryan administration. These 
facts are notorious here. 


Washington Blocks May’s Efforts to 
Ala Huerta. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—At the Bel- 
gian legation and State Department 
it was said that nothing was known 
of a proposed visit to Washington by 
Paul May, Belgian Minister to Mexi 
co. At both places it was known that 
May had left Mexico, but it was be- 
lieved he was en route to New York, 
whence he could take a steamer for 
Europe. 

Acting Secretary of State Moors 
said no word had been received by the 
State Derartment indicating that Min- 
ister May had been recalled. He re- 
fused to discuss the attitude of the 
Washington Government toward May. 
In other quarters it was learned 
that, while the State Department had 
made no representations to the Belgian 
Foreign Office regarding May’s con 
duct in Mexico City, it has been felt 
ihat he was too sympathetic with 
Huerta and his administration. Bel- 
gian bankers, operating in a syndi- 
cate, completed arrangements for 1 
big loan to Huerta. They were to re- 
ceive a railroad concession. This con- 
cessiun was obtained through the ef- 
forts of Minister May. 

Just as the negotiations were about 
to be completed the American Govern 


ment informed the Belgian Govern- 
ment of its purpose to force Huerta 


out of office by cutting off his 
sources of financial help. The Be!- 
gian Government immediately 
warned the group of bankers against 
their venture. The matter then was 


dropped.

Service Information on Con- 
duet of Revolution. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 


reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The State 
Department has on file the reports of 
investigation showing that the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co. of the United 
States aided in financing the revolu- | 
tion ot Francisco I. Madero against 
Porfirio Diaz, which began in No- 
vember, 1910. 
These reports were made by secret 
service agents in the spring of 1911 
and by the then American Ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, Henry Lane Wilson. 
Wilson’s report was based on hear- 
say evidence; that of the secret ser- 
vice operatives on direct evidence, it 
is stated. 
Former President Taft, Secretary 
of State Knox and Attorney-General 
Wickersham knew of the aid the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co. was giving to 
Madero, and that was one of the 
reasons why Taft held off many 
months from lending moral support 
to the Madero cause, it is said. 
At the time the secret service 
agents reported that Madero was get- 
ting financial help from the Waters 
Pierce Oil Co., there was a strong 
border patrol of troops and agents of 
the Departments of Justice, Com- 
merce and the Treasury to prevent 
arms and ammunition being sent 
across the border. During this time 
the Washington administration was 
throwing its influence to Diaz. 

Revolutionists’ Attorney. 

Wickersham, at the time of his ap- 
pointment to the Cabinet, represented 
the Mexican Government on the board 
of directors of the Mexican National 
Railways. After Wickersham came 
into the Cabinet, Henry W. Taft, broth- 
er of President Taft, represented the 
Mexican Government’ on the Mexican 
National Railways board. It was while 
H. W. Taft held this position with the 
railways that the American Gov ornment 
was lending its influence to Diaz. 
The entrance of the Waters Pierce Oil 
Co. into the affairs of Madero came 
through Capt. C. Hopkins, an attorney 
of Washington, who has represented 
many revolutionists in Central Amer- 
ica as counsel. Capt. Hopkins, at the 
time the Maderos engaged him as their 
representative, in October, 1910, just be- 
fore Francisco Madero started his revo- 
lution, was counsel for H. Clay Pierce. 
president of the Waters Pierce Oil Co. 


British-American Fight. 

At that time the Standard Oil Co. was 
trying to oust H. Clay Pierce as head 
of the Waters Pierce company, because 
of his failure to drive the British cor- 
poration—the Pearson syndicate, of 
which Lord Gowdray is the head—out 
of business in Mexico. 

It is reported that the money paid to 
Madero amounted to more than $260,00). 

According to informatign obtained re- 
cently, the Waters Pierce Co. receiveu 
back the equivalent of this money from 
the Madero administration in additional 
oil concessions. Capt. Hopkins went to 
Mexico City to engineer the concessions. 
He had no difficulty in negotiating the 
deal, as the Madero family was under 
obligations to Hopkins, although they 
paid him well as their attorney. The 
obligation the Maderos owed Capt. Hop- 
kins was the result of Hopkins saving 
to the Madero family its entire estate in 
Mexico from confiscation by the Federa! 
Government. 

Madero Property Saved. 

When Francisco i. Madero revolted 
against Diaz, his father, brothers. and 
he owned valuable farming, grazing and 
mining lands in Northern Mexico. By; 
a process known to many American cor- 
poration lawyers, Capt. Hopkins incor- 
porated all the Madero property into an 
American corporation. According to the 
information obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, this corporation 
was chartered in the State of Dela- 
ware. 

The corporation a some of th> 
money which financed the Madero revo- 
lution. Other money was raised in the 
manner the present revolutionists are 
ra{sing it—by subscription and levy. 

It is unlikely that the administration 
here will take any cognizance of the 
acts of Madero in 1910, or of any Ameri- 
can corporation which contributed to his 
revolution, as the question of how Mo 
dero financed his campaign is regarded 
as having no material bearing on the 
present situation. There is no law pre- 
verfting American corporaticns doing 
business in Mexico from contributing to 
a war fund. 


n to Relieve Amer 
can Warships at Vera Cruz. 
WASHINGTON. * Fy 9.—That the War 


and Navy Departments consider it nec- 
essary to keep a strong force within 
striking distance of Mexico was evident 
today. The Navy Department ordered 
5400 marines at Campelliott, Panama, to 
leave there on the battleship Minnesota 
for Vera Cruz, to be distributed among 
the warships of Admiral Fletcher's 
fleet. Admiral Fletcher now has 450 ma- 
rines and more than 5000 blue jackets. 
The Navy Department is arranging to 
strengthen the naval force off Vera 
Cruz and Tampico, not numerically, but 
by tonnage. The three superdread- 
naughts Florida, North Dakota . and 
Utah will relieve the battleships New 
Jersey, Rhode Island and Nebraska.

Statement About Case. 


Walter D. Coles, réferee in bank- 
ruptcy, has allowed Harry E. Was~ 
oner’s $42,062.64 claim against the de- 
funct Wagoner Mercantile Co., of which 
he formerly was president. Wagone? 
resides at 6187 Kensington avenue. 
Mr. Wagoner appeared as a witness 
before John B. Carroll, the trustee in 
bankruptcy, and was questioned about 
his claim,” Referee Coles told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “After he was . 
amined nobody questioned Wagoner’s 
right to his claim and it has been al- 
lowed.” 

Wagoner, in addition to his personal 
claim of $42,062.54,. also presented the 
claims of the Wagoner Realty Co., the 
Wagoner Undertaking Co., and the Me- 
chanios-American Bank, making a total 


ef more than $80,000, all of which were 


allowed by the referee. 
Wagoner’s Leans Checked. 

Walter H. Saunders, attorney for 
Trustee Carroll, declared the books of 
the Wagoner Mercantile Co., owing to 
a system adopted some years ago, prior 
to Wagoner’s connection with the com- 
pany, were kept in such a manner 4s 
not to show the financial advances 
made by Wagoner. By checking Wag- 
oner’s loans through the various banka 
where made, Saunders said, it was 
proved that Wagoner’s claim was Cor- 
rect. 

The referee’s ruling having closed the 
case as far as Wagoner is concerned, 
the former president of the eoncern 
decided to make his first statement 
clearing up his connection with the de- 
funct company. He said he had been 
forced to take charge of the affairs of 
the mercantile company to protect loans 
he had made to the company, secured 
by the company’s treasury stock as col« 
lateral. 

“In January, 1910, T. J. Davis, then 
president of the Lincoln-Pope Mercan- 
tile Co., solicited a loan from me to tha 
company,” Wagoner explained. Be- 
tween Jan. 10 and March 1, I loaned 
the company $38,900 on its notes, se- 
cured by treasury stock as collateral. 
All the notes fell due in October, 1919. 
The company could not pay them. 

Company’s Books E 

“I was away from the Winther States 
all summer and early fall of 1910. On 
my return I learned the company’s 
books were in a very unsatisfactory 
condition. It was found necessary to 
employ another bookkeeper and also 
an expert accountant to straighten them 
out. The company’s name was changed 
to the Wagoner Mercantile Co. March 
14, 1911. 

“Davis and. William Boedeker in 1909 
had associated themselves as _ stock- 
holders and officers with J. B. Elliott 
in the Lincoln-Pope Mercantile Co. In 
January, 1910, S. S. Brill, who had been 
with the Roberts, Johnson & Rand Shoe 
Co., was admitted to partnership. Brill 
became a stockholder with Davis and 
Boedeker, Elliott withdrawing at that 
time and selling part of his stock. 
Davis then became president, Brill vice- 
president and Boedeker secretary. Bril) 
later, without authority, affixed to him- 
self the title of general manager. 

While the accountant was going over 
the books I found, in my Opinion, that 
Brill, Davis and Boedeker were working 
at cross purposes, Principally due to 
the fact that Brill had started his 
brother in business in Peoria, III., and 
furnished him on credit with merchan- 
dise from the Lincoln-Pope stock. He 
did this at company cost, without con- 
sulting Davis and Boedeker and without 
the authority of the Board of Directors. 


Brill Makes Profit Good. 
“The matter was reported to me and 


I insisted that Brill pay the amount the 
company had advanced his brother, plus 
10 per cent, which he did. Davis and 
Boedeker agreed with me there certainly 
had not been any overcharge, inasmuch 
as Brill had selected, packed and shipped 
all the. merchandise sent to his brother 
in Peoria. 8 

Wagoner says Brill quit the company 
at the request of the board of directors 
and not because he, Wagoner, wished to 
add grocery staples and sugar to the 
merchandise lines catalogued, as pub- 
lished. Brill, in a statement to the 
Post-Dispatch in November, said he hail 
quit because of the addition of grocery 
staples and sugar. 

Brill, before quitting, brought his 
cousin, Simon D. Brill, from Chicago 
and it was agreed, Wagoner says, that 
Simon Brill should take charge of the 
dry goods and clothing department. 


Shortly after that, Wagoner says, he 


discharged Brill. 

When he was forced to take charge of 
the business, Wagoner says, he found 
merchandise had been purchased in 
large quantities, much of which could 
not be disposed of -except at consider- 
able loss. 


Wagoner Took Charge in 1911. 
With other officers, agoner was in 


charge of the business from Feb., 1911. 
until it filed its voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy June 90, 1913. Carroll was 
appointed trustee on Wagoner’s motion 
jin July, at the firbt hearing before Ref- 
eree Coles. The trustee’s first report 
was asked for Sept. 16. Wagener says 
that although engaged in cther business. 
he traveled 2200 miles to be at this 
the | hearing, which was continued until Oct. 
1 at the trustee’s request. 

Wagoner sald he could not attend on 
that date and sent. word several days 
before Oct. 1, The hearing again was 
continued, he said.

Was a Governor of Kentucky 
and Ran for Vice-President as 
Gold Democrat in 1896.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Jan. 9.—Gen. 8&i- 
mon Bolivar Buckner, a soldier distin- 
guished for valor in two wars, is dead 
in his ninety-first year at his home, 
“Glen Lily,” in Hart County. He had 
been Governor of Kentucky and was 
candidate for Vice-President on the gold- 
Democratic ticket in 1896. 

He died of old age. Mrs. Buckner and 
the General’s only surviving child, Lieut. 
Simon Bolivar Buckner Jr., U. 8. A., 
who is stationed at Fort Thomas, were 
at his bedside. 

Gen. Buckner’s body will be buried in 
the State Cemetery at Frankfort, Satur- 
day.

Gen.. Buckner was the last surviving 
Lieutenant-General of the Confederacy. 
He was one of the pallbearers at the 
funeral of Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, being 
named by the ex-President as among 
the men he wished to have bear. his 
body to the grave. 

Gen. Buckner had a long and distin- 
guished career as a soldier, having 
served in the Mexican and Ctvil Wars, 
in both of which he was promoted for 
ora very and soldierly qualities. He was 
graduated from the United States Mu- 
tary Academy in 1344. 

Served in Two Wars. 

In the Mexican War he was brevetted 
for bravery at the battles of Contreras, 
Churubusco and Molino del Rey. He 
remained with the army in various po- 
sitions until 1855, when he resigned. 
When the Civil War began he joined 
the Confederate army, with the rank 
of Brigadier-General. He was suctes- 
sively made Major-General and Lieu- 
tenant-General. 

He was Governor of Kentucky from 
1887 to 1891 and served as a member of 
the Kentucky Constitutional Convention 
in 1891. 9 

After being a candidate for Vice-Pres- 
ident on the gold Democratic ticket in 
1896 he retired to his farm in Hart 
County, but continued to take a lively 
interest in public affairs. 
| Dies in House of His Birth. 

Gen. Buckner died in the house in 
which he was born, April 1, 1823. The 
old log structure had been remodeled 
from time to time and is one of the 
famous residences in Kentucky. 

Gen. Buckner’s father, Col. A. H. 
Buckner, also was a soldier, serving 
in the war of 1812. He descended from 
the Buckners of England, who settled in 
Virginia in 1685. Gen. Buckner’s first 
wife died in 1872, and in June 1885, he 
married Miss Delia Claiborne of Rich- 
mond, Va.

9 Buckner After Civil War Had to Fight 
, to Regain His Fortune. 

„ CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—The death of 
Gen. Simon Bolivar Buckner last night 
in Kentucky, recalls his struggle here 
after the close of the Civil War to 
regain his fortune. 

Before the war he owned property 
in what is now the heart of Chicago's 
business district. To avoid confisca- 
tion at the outbreak of the war, he 
deeded it to a brother-in-law who 
served in the Federal arniy. His 
brother-in-law, who was mortally 
wounded in battle, left a will restor- 
ing the property to Gen. Buckner. 

It was not perfected, however, un- 
til after lohg and expensive litiga- 
tion. A building was erected on the 
land and later the General sold it 
for $600,000. 

During the litigation over the prop- 
erty, it was said Gen. U. 8. Grant, a 
classmate at West Point, offered Gen. 

uckner his private purse. In the 


early eighties, when Gen. Grant met 
with financial reevrses in New York, 
Gen. Buckner hastened to offer his 
assistance.

TERMINAL NOT INTERESTED 
IN RANKEN TRACT PLAN 


President McChesney Says Ordi- 
nances Will Not Be Pressed 
Until Pending Litigation 
Is Settled.

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GOETHALS SLATED 
AS CANAL ZONE’S 
FIRST GOVERNOR! 


Nomination Expected to Be 
Made by President Wilson 
at an Early Date. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Col. George 
W. Goethals, engineer-in-chief of the 
Panama Canal, and often referred to 
as the man who made the dirt fly in 
the big ditch,’’ soon will receive his 
first reward for the work he has done. 
According to high authority, President 
Wilson will nominate Col. Goethals ts 
be the first Governor of the Panama 
Canal zone after the present adminis- 
tration is changed for civil government 

as provided in the Adamson act. 

Secretary of War Garrison has writ- 
ten to President Wilson his recommen- 
dations regarding the time the Adamson 
act should be made operative in the 
canal zone. It is said this recommenda- 
tion provides for the appointment of 
Col. Goethals as Governor of the canal 
zone. 

Gatun Lake is Lowered, 

Some idea of the size of Gatun Lake, 
the great artificial body of water cre- 
ated by the engineers to supply the 
canal with water, may be gathered 
trm the fact that it requirea a week’s 
time to lower the water level seven- 
tenths of one foot through one of the’ 
large gates at the Gatun spillway. 

Since the locks were closed and the 
dam completed, the water has been 
steadily accumulating until, om Dec. 27 
it had reached a height of 84.7 feet. 
Because a smal] dike remained to be 
constructed on a low place in the dam, 
it became necessary to reduce the level 
to 84 feet while the work was in 
progress. 

The drawing off of this seven-tenths 
of one foot of water involved a loss of 
3.2 billion cubic feet of the 1819 billion 
feet behind the dam. 

Launch Rounds up Islands. 

Taking advantage of the open gate- 
way, a steam launch is rounding up the 
numerous floating islands and shoving 
them into the current that they may 
be carried out to sea. 

Last.year was the first of record in 
which during the dry season the water 
of the lake evaporated more rapidly 
than the rate of run-off; in ordinary 
seasons the supply exceeds the evapora- 
tion. 


First Passage Through Canal Made by 
Mistake, Say Panama Dispatches, 
NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The passage of 

the crane boat La Valley, which made 

the first complete trip through the 

Panama Canal, was unintentional, ac- 

cording to dispatches from Panama to- 

day. 

The La Valley, the dispatches stated, 
had been up and down through Gatun 
Locks since Nov. 1 and had recently 
been at work in the vicinity of Paradi- 
so. In course of dredging operations 
she passed from that place to Mira- 
flores. When an effort was made to 
turn her around the chamber was 
found to be too narrow, and she was 
allowed to go to the Pacific entrance 
to reverse. The entire trip was made 
in the course of a day’s work. 

Col. Goethels, the dispatch added, does 
not consider this a first passage through 
the canal. He said he could not yet 
fix a date for the first steamer to make 
the passage.

| Welterweight With the Mighty 


Punch Agrees to Do 140 
Pounds for Lightweight Rival. 


President Tommy Sullivan of the Fu- 
ture City Athletic Club has matched 
Harry Trendall, St. Louis” best light- 
weight, and John Kern, “The Fighting 
Bank Clerk,” for eight rounds on the 
night of Tuesday, Jan. 27. ~~ 

The men have agreed to make 140 
pounds ringside. This is catch-weights 
for Trendall, but appears low for Kern. 
However, the latter has confidence of 
making this weight without taxing his 
strength. Kern usually enters the ring 
weighing about 145 pounds, but for this 
he does only gymnasium work, and at 
all times is in good condition. For the 
coming match with Trendall he will do 
road work, and says he will have no 


difficulty in making the required weight. 


Kern has been appearing in prelimi- 
naries and semi-windups and believes 
he is entitled to a main event, as he has 
more than made good in the bouts ac- 
corded him, usually winning by a knock- 
out. Accordingly, he approached Presi- 
dent Sullivan with that idea in mind, 
and expressed a willingness to take on 
anyone at 140 pounds. When Trendall’s 
name was suggested he at once agreed, 
because he believes in meeting a man 
of Trendall’s reputation and known abil- 
ity it will decide the question for him 
whether he is to remain in the game. If 
he is good enough to defeat Trendall, 
he is of the opinion he has a future in 
the ring; if not, he will rétire, as he 
has no desire to remain a preliminary 
fighter. 


Trendall Weighs 137. 


Trendall will be conceding some weight 
to Kern, but not much: When he en- 
tered the ring in his recent engagement 
with Packy McFarland, Trendall 
weighed 137% pounds several hours be- 
fore the bout, and was in good condi- 
tion. It is quite probable Trendall could 
make a lower weight, as he made i% 
pounds for Leach Cross, but he shows a 
disinclination to do so, and seems better 
satisfied to enter the ring around the 
138-pound mark. 

Kern's main asset is his tremendous 
strength, and he swings with more force 
than any boxer who has been seen here. 
However, he has a fair -knowledge of boxing

III., which teok plece at 
the Future City A. C., he showed a decided 
improve t over his previous bouts, beth 
as to and science. Kern’s siledge- 
hammer blows are enough to knock out any 
man living if properly placed, but he is 
short of stature and of reach and this makes 
it 4ifficult for him to get at a shifty man 
with an advantage of height. 


Trendall Taking Chances. 


Trendall is taller than Kern, a good box- 
er, shifty on his feet and has a good kft- 
hand jab that he shoots to the face of his 
opponent with considerable regularity. Furth- 
ermore, he has had much more experience 
than Kern, having met some of the best 
lightweights in the country, among them 
Champion Willie Ritchie, Freddie Welsh, 
Georme Memsic and Leach Cross. In his 
coming match with Kern it is quite certain 
he will have to keep away from the latter's 
mighty swings, and this he probably will try 
to do by fast footwork and use of his left- 
hand jab in an effort to outpoint his power- 
ful opponent. ° 

Should Trendall be defeated by Kern n 
will mean a setback in his career, as the 
weight difference will be very little and the 
chances are he will prepare himself carfully 
for the bout and enter the ring in good con- 
dition.
